‘Search for the Captured Child of 
Jadge McComas, of Arizona. 

Fr. Scorr, Ks., April 20.—The Mon- 
_itor of this city has received a letter 
from Hon. E. K. Ware, brother-in-law 
of Judge McComas, recently killed by 
the Indians near Silver City, giving an 
, outline of the situation in the Indian 
country and the efforts which are being 
made to recover Charles McComas, the 
little son ot the Judge, who was cap- 
tured by the Indians when they killed 
the parents. The good offices of the 
Governors of Chihuahua and Sonora, 
Mexico, have been secured. A _ large 
reward has been offered and photo- 
yraphs circulated through the entire 
Indian country. The whereabouts of 
the boy is not known, and but little 
hope is entertained of his recovery dur- 
ing hostilities. Should a truce occur 
he may be obtained, but should the 
. party in whose hands he is be attacked 
by our troops or by Mexicans, no doubt 
he will be killed at once.

That Buried Forest in the San Ber 
nardino Valley. 
To the Editor of the Times—Srm: A- 
to the timber found in well-boring, it is 
easily accounted for if we admit the hy- 
pothesis of the change of the earth’s polar 
axis. These changes have been sudden. 


They occurred in the glacial periods. Vol- 
canic action in its highest intensity has 
been as likely to occur at or near one or 
both poles as elsewhere. These, creating 
land in those regions, gave room for the 
formation of ice. Glacial action is rapid 
under such conditions, soon disturbing 
the balance and causing the changes of 
axis. The laws of motion are inevitable 
and easily calculable; as whenever the 
glacial action has proceeded to make the 
longer axis through the poles, the hour 
that condition arrives, the largest axis 
will seek the line of greatest motion. These 
changes involve greater dynamic forces 
than are easily estimated; sufficient to 
move mountains. For with the oceans 
filled with ice mountains in motion, or 
floating, whenever these come in contact 
with the bottom under the velocity ob- 
tained by the sudden displacement of— 
say twenty miles of depth of water, it can 
be easily seen that the rasping off of the 
tops of the ridges and the placing of the 
debris in the valleys would proceed ata 
terrible velocity. This is the way some 
forests are buried.

Mr. Greenwood, a young man whose 
father resides at Tres Alamos, A. T., 
was shot and probably fatally wounded 
by three Mexican horse thieves, at Pe- 
dro Aguirre’s ranch, about a mile and a 
half below Brown’s station on the Tubal 
road. He was at the time hunting horse 
thieves, and as he rode up to the station 
the Mexicans secured their guns and 
two of them opened fire on him. Three 
shots were fired, one of which passed 
over his shoulder, one wounded his 
thigh, probably shattering the bone, and 
the third passed through his right arm 
into his back, just above the waist. The 
horse thieves then deliberately rolled a 
cigarette or two, mounted their animals 
and rode leisurely away.

Burrato, March 30, 1883.— Last 
week we hud the finest musical treat 
of the season, as Mapleson with bis 
fine company gave an evening with 
“Tl Trovatore.” Though so old an 
opera one forgot the many times they 


had heard it, in listening to the ar- 


tists that were before us. 

The star of the evening was Scalchi, 
a new contralto in this country, and as 
Azucina, she wus simply grand. Such 
a voice I have never before heard. Her 
range is great, and her chest-tones 
were so full that they were like the 
rich bass of anorgan. There is in 
Europe but one coatralto who 1s con- 
sidered her equal, and that is Trebelli 
Bettini. Not only did we find in 
Scalchi a perfoct voice, but she is a 
great actress; she held her audience 


spell-bound. 


You probably read ot her success at 
the Cincinnati festival, and also in 
New York, where she has been sing- 
ing with Patti. La diva, though car- 
rying all honors of the world as so- 
prano, was obliged to share her honors 
with this grandest of contraltos. We 
were also treated to a new tenor, a 
Pole, Mierzwinski (I think it is all 
there), by name. [ am a little puz- 
zied as to his voiee, for in some pas- 
sages he was superb, especially in the 
high notes; his power on A B and C, 
above the staff, is wonderful, but thcre 
was a lacking of warmth and clearness 
in the middle register. 

The Leonora of Madame Farsch 
Madi was good—in execution she was 
very fine, but I did not fully enjoy her 
voice. She is a fine actress and is s,o- 
ken of as a fine artist. 

The orchestra was- under the direc. 
tion of Arditi, and I was ashamed of 
Buffalo that she allowed that noted 
leader to take the director's stand and 
never extended to him a single greet- 
ing. Oh! ye Buffalonians, was it lack 
of appreciation aud courtesy tu a great 
artist, or lack of knowledge as to who 
wielde 1 for the evening the baton? 

One of the “Iniiocents’” was abroad 
that night and sat next to us, sv we 
had the benefit of his* conversation 
with a friend behindhim. First ques- 
tion: “Can you tell me the motive of 
this play?” 

Friend forth vith gave a synopsis of 
the opera. 

Second question: ‘Please tell me 
the meaning of ‘I! Trovatore?’ ” 

“The Troubador.”’, 

“Well, are there any concerted pieces, 
nice solos or duetts that will take?” 

“Ol yes! several.” 

Conversa‘ionalists here ceased, to 
listen to Mud:, and as she finished, the 
question followed: 

“Do you call that first-class?” 

“Oh yes! first-class.” 

The “Innocent” distinguished him- 
self throughout the evening in applaud- 
ing Madi every time she finished her 
number. 

So poor Wagner is dead. He has 
been called the greatest composer of 
the day, and his influence will be 
strongly felt in years to come. His 
compositions have been spoken of as 
music of the future, but are fast be- 
coming the music of the present. In 
Baireuth, a city of some twenty thous- 
and inhabitants, the King of Bavaria 
built for this musician a home.

In a past letter I told you of our re- 
gret at not seeing and hearing Patti, 
as this city would not guarantee the 
required amount, now, must chronicle 
our great disappointment last week 
in not hearing Nilsson. Tickets had 
been f r sale the week before, and [, 
with the rest, had procured my seat 
and anxiously awaited the coming 
suusical treat, when lo' Monday after- 
noon at four o’clock L heard from parties 
at the Genesee House, wliere Nilsson 
and troupe were stopping, that there 
would be no concert, as Manager 
Abbey had decided there was not 
money enough in the house. He pcsted 
otf his troupe on the three o'clock 
train for Toronto, ‘The evening pa- 
pers announced.the same, and stated 
holders ‘of tickets that the 
money would be returned by present- 
ing tickets; after which the press said 
some very hard but true things about 
Abbey leaving usin the lurch at the 
eleventh hour. I see by the papers 
that over one hundred people out of 
the city who, having bought tickets 
for the Nilsson concert, and spent both 
time and money to be present, have 
pooled together and engaged a lawyer 
to bring suit against Abbey for breach 
of contract. 

This week the seats for Langtry 
have been for sale, but as Abbey is 


~atko~fer manager, Buffalonians say, 


“We will not get tickets; you may 
take the Lily as you did Nilsson ;” for 
this reason, as well as that Mrs. Lang- 
try has lost prestige, there has been 
a poor take in seats. 

We spent a pleasant evening lately 
with the “Royal Bell-ringers,” and 
should they chance to visit you, give 
them a warm reception, and they will 
give you an enjoyable evening of bell- 
music. Their company have one hun. 
dred and thirty-two bells of all sizes, 
and they are played by five geutlemen 
who understand most perfectly this 
branch of music, Mr. Miller, the leader, 
playing six bells at once, three in each 
hand, and yet not one bell is struck 
out of its proper place. This troupe 
was assisted by local talent, and every 
one was well pleased with the whole 
performance. 

Buffalo is to: have a graud music 
hall, called Saengerfest Hall, capable 
of seating five thousand people. .The 
corner-stone was laid last Monday 
with due ceremonies. The several 
German singing societies of the city 
sang together. The “Star Spangled 
Banner” was given as a solo, followed 
by several appropriate speeches. This 
building is of red brick with stone 
trimmings, and is a fine piece of archi- 
tecture. It is to be finished by June, 
and will be dedicated at that time by 
the Grand Saengerfest.

Juige Davis's Quit Ciaim Deed. 
Last wiuter Miss Burr and Miss 
Green, the daughter of Congressman 
Green, of North Carolina~at whose 
residence the wedding of Miss Burr 
and David Davis took place recently— 
visited Washington’ as the guests of 
Mrs. Hoge, the wife of the Representa- 
tive from West Virginia. Both these 
ladies were anxious to visit the White 
House and see the President, but the 
Judge did not wish to escort Miss 
Burr. Ile was perfectly willing to 
show Miss Green the sights, and he 
addressed a note to the President say- 
ing that he wished*to call with a lady 
at the Executive Mansion. The Presi- 
dent appointed a time and the visit 
was paid. 

Miss Green 13 a young and very 
handsome person, and the President 
immediately jumped to the conclusion 
that she was Judge Davis’s intended 
bride. He showed her every atten- 
tion, escorted the couple through the 
house and the conservatory, plucked a 
bunch of flowers for the lady, and 
talked until the Judge became impa- 
tient to leave. When the couple re- 
turned to th hotel the old gentleman 
observed to Miss Burr that Miss Green 
had captivated the President. 

A few days later the Justices of the 
Supreme Court dined with the Presi- 
dent. Judge Davis was a guest. When 
the cigars were lighted, the President, 
with mock formality, tendered his 
congratulations to the President of 
the Senate. The Judge protested that 
there was no reason why he should be 
congratulated. The President per- 
sisted in his congratulations, and the 
Justice demanded to know the mys- 
tery.

Dunnells supposed from this report 
that he had found the vessel he was 
looking for, and that the name of the 
schooner had been incorrectly reported 
here, and so returned. if, however, it 
should Se found that another schooner 
got adrift, named the Eliza Miller, as 
at first reported, he will go out again, 
and thinks he can find her.

No sub- 
ject discussed by the Institute inter- 
ested us more than that of the intro- 
duction of English literature into the 
schools, for to us it seems a move in 
the right direction toward moulding 
the minds of the young under their 
care into a healthy literary channel, 
and led us tothink of writing an open, 
friendly letter to the young people 
upon this subject. We believe that 
the kind of reading indulged 1n by the 
young has a very great influence over 
the lives of those whose characters are 
forming. In some of the Eastern cities 
the superintendent requires each pupil 
of the High School to bring their re- 
spective teachers a list of the books 
they have read during the year, with 
a sketch of each author, if known. 
This plan, together with that of ob- 
serving the natal anniversary of dif- 
ferent authors, when text books are 
laid aside for a few hours while 
sketches of the life of the au- 


thor dre read, together with re- 
citations, or selections from the 
author's works, can but have a 


good effect. Notonly do pupils and 
teachers beeome interested in these 
anniversary exercises, but we have 
seen lecture rooms crowded with pa- 
rents and visitors who came to hear 
und learn. Doubtless many of your 
readers, like ourselves, have pleasan’* 
memories of these anniversary days. 
Reading is to our mental lives as 
food to our physical existence: It is 
the thread from which the mutual tex- 
ture is spun. We should not turn toa 
tuble of husks and scraps when a rich 
banquet is set before us. Dear young 
friends, if you have not a taste for sol- 
id, substantial authors, whose works 


whose footsteps are “echoing through 
the corridors of time,”’ take them upon 
the recommendation of older heads un- 
til you do like them. A cultivated 
taste in reading dues not spr.ng, ma- 
tured, as Minerva from the brain of 
Jupiter, it only grows by resolute fol- 
lowing of the highest and best. If 
you do not enjoy reading that will 
make you better and truer women, 
and fit you to enter and grace cultiva- 
ted soci«ty—if you do not relish it, 
take itas you would a medical pre- 
scription for its sanative effect, and 
you will soon find it a necessity of life. 


Read the best. There are books 
that have a divine purpose in 
writing, and when perused 


become an era in life—books that 
blend the gray tone- of thinking into 
the soft violet shades and sanctities of 
feeling—books to make life stronger 
and purer forevermore. Books are 
like friends vo come to us when we 
need them. There are certain seasons 
of mental need that can be met in no 
other way than by these spiritual tones 
for which the soul listens across the 
eternul silences. Shelves crowded 
with books always inspire us with 
solemnity, for they speak to us as the 
lives and thoughts of millions of our 
fellow-beings who labored through 
poverty and sickness by day and 
night and left these memorials that in 
after years should astonish the world. 
A well-selected library has been 
called “the storehouse of wisdom, 
the dome of thought, the palace of the 
soul.” Each volume has a history, not 
only in itself, but also in the life of 
the writer. Young people, will you 
go with me to the great world of liter- 
ature? Tread lightly as you approach 
the “soul’s burial ground,” where 
stand the lasting monuments of those 
who have long since passed from this 
earth, many of them. There is no 
book which contains so much beauti- 
ful literature as God’s own book. In 
it we find history, proverbs, letters 
and the most exquisite poetry. What 
poet ever wrote such beautiful 
sentiments as David, the “sweet 
singer” of old? What a beautiful pic- 
ture he pencils when he says, ‘‘The 
Lord is my shepherd.” We fancy our- 
selves strolling beside the “still wa- 
ters,” and “green pastures,” and the 
“cattle upon the thousand hills” add 
life to the picture. Aside from this, 
the Bible, which should always hold 
the first place, there ehould be a foun 
dation of modern European works, 
even if one does not go back to the 
ancient classics, a knowledge of which 
is indispensibly requisite to a 
thoroughly cultivated intellectual life. 
Our standard American historians 
are Prescott, Motley and Bancroft. As 
brilliant essayists we have Emerson, 
(whom alone to know well is a liberal 
education,) Holmes, Whipple, Lowell, 
Thoreau and Gail Hamilton. As 
poets, Longfellow, Lowell, Bryant, 
Poe, Whittier, Saxe, (who shows us 
how near the founts of tears and 
laughter lie together,) Bret Harte, Ald- 
rich, Willis, Barton Gray, Prentiss, 
Will Carleton, and many lesser lights, 
who write now and then songs that 
touch our hearts and we would not 
willingly let die. Our standard nov- 
elists are Hawthorne, Hcelmes, Mrs. 
Stowe, Bayard Tavlor, Winthrop, 
Henry James, Jr., Augusta Evans 
Wilson, Mrs. Burnett, with Bret Harte 
and Mark Twain’s keen, graphic 
pictures of western life, Elizabeth 
Stewart Phelps’s thoughtful, poetic 
stories, the brilliant works of Mrs. 
Warfield; and there should be in- 
cluded the “ Litthe Women” series, by 
Miss Alcott, as well as the ‘helpful 
works of Mrs. Whitney—the most 
beautiful of. which are, “ Faith 
Gartney’s Girlhood,” and “Hope Di- 
vine.” With this class we would add 
one that has won for itself a name for 
its sweetness and purity (like its au- 
thor), *‘ Nineteen Beautiful Years of a 
Young Girl’s Life,” by Miss Frances E. 
Willard, who has so recently been 
among us lecturing. With these we 
would place one by a new author, en- 
titled of The story is ex- 
quisitely told, and typical of just this 
pe.iod of American life, of the decora- 
tive art spirit, the new awakenings 
and assertions of womanhood inter- 
woven with a story.of rare interest, 
“Lotus Eaters,” a volume of essays 
for summer readings, the finest of 
anything written by Curtis. Haw- 


cloudland, with a subtlety of psycho- 
logical insight unequaled by any other. 
American writer. Lowell’s style is 
cultured, and Whipple’s style sugges- 
tive. Lathrop’s “Study of Hawthorne” 
is as fine in its way as Hawthorne’s 
studies themselves.

For an insight 
into the life of an artist, read the 
life of Charlotte Cushman, one of 
America’s voblest women. But our 
letter is getting so long we must try 
to fine a stopping place, but not be- 
fore we ask the girls to look over the 
list of books, not one of them but will 
help develope in you aspirations to 
become all that 1s pure, noble and 
cultivated in womanhood; and if you 
have them not at home, doubtless 
these, and many more as good, can be 
sccured at your City Library. We 
would have you each cultivate (if you 
have it not) ataste for reading, but 
not trash. By that we mean the sen- 
sational books and papers with which 
the country is flooded, giving exag- 
erated ideas of lifeand its duties, and 
producing no beneficial results. Bet- 
ter, by far, turn aside from all the 
books of men, and lcarn only from the 
greatest of all teachers, Nature. Her 
library is always well stocked with 
beautifully illustrated volumes, fresh 
from their Maker’s hand. The study 
of Nature is never exhausted, for new 
books are constantly being added to 
the stock, and as we stop to examine 
the delicate texture of each leaf we 
unconsciously acknowledge the power 
of the Supreme Being.

The Texas Siftings takes a gloomy 
view of the future of the colored race 
in the South. It says: “For some 


years after the war, hones were enter- 
tained by those who felt kindly toward 
him that he might become a use‘ul cit- 
izen, and that he might elevate himself 
socially and politically. Nobody in 
the South, Republican or Democrat, 
continues to harbor any such idea. As 
neighbors they are acurse. As Christ- 
ians they are the same African ranters 
and fetish worshippers they always 
were. They are too utterly lazy and 
shiftless to acquire property except in 
isolated cases. Their crualty and bru- 
tality, even to their own oftfsprings, 
are utterly incredible. In_ politics 
they have degenerated into purchas- 
able voting cattle. Honor and re- 
liab'lity are rare among the men, 
and morality is still rarer among 
the females.’ We quote this 
expression of opinion, not because 
we believe it to be correct, but for the 
purpose of opposing to it the opinions 
of many intelligent Southern men with 
whom we have recently talked, who do 
not hesitate to say that the colored 
people are the best industrial popula- 
tion in the world; that many of them 
are able and ambitious; that they are 
steadily improving in _ material 
condition and moral character, 
and that their future is much 
more hopeful than that of the 
‘“*mean whites,” between whom and 
the negroes there exists the most un- 
pleasant feeling, which accounts for 
the race disturbances and “ outrages ” 
in Southern communities.

PACIFIC HOME MAKING. 


Californian Styles of Architecture— 
The “House Comfortable.’’ 


How it is Built and What Makes it so Enjoy- 
able— Advantages Secured and 
Defects Avoided. 


From the Overland Monthly for May.) 
‘‘Now, people,” said a woman in 
family conclave, “1 want you to un- 
derstand one thing: that I’ve come out 
to the finest climate in the world, 
away from cold snaps and heated 
terms, ague, mad dogs, sunstroke, and 
lightning, where roses are in bloom 
the year round and strawberries ripen 
at Christmas, to live as long and have 
as good a time as possible, and I don’t 
want to have my comfort spoiled by 
shiftlessuess. We must live in a house 
half the year anyhow, and though a 
man’s happiness may depend on the 
wife he marries, a woman’s depends 
on the house she lives in. I inform 
you in advance that I decline to be 
chilled and catch neuralgia by living 
in any loose-built place with draughty 
framework, or without fireplaces, or 
where the sun does not enter each 


room half the day. Neither will I 
live in a house set on end, and wear my- 
self out climbing from street to porch, 
and from entry to chambers, and 
chambers to attic, hour by hour. I 
was not born to live up a tree, even if 
my grandfather Ape did so. Neither 
do I want twelve-feet ceilings to keep 
chilly, stagnant air in the tops of the 
rooms, hard to warm and to dust, 
which compel one to mount step-lad- 
ders perilou-ly to hang a curtain or 
brush down cobwebs. What was high 


fenough for a queen’s chamber a cen- 


tury ago is high enough for my sit- 
ting-room. I don’towant great double 
parlors to keep nice, dark and close 
like Egyptian-mummy chambers. I 
want to have a house that is as easy, 
sweet, safe and delightful to live in as 
a house can be. Now you can go to 
work and build it for me.” 

The sole distinction this woman may 
have had over the rest of her sex was 
that she knew what she wanted when 
she saw it,and had some notion how 
to get at it. The only advantage that 
she had in carrying out her plans was 
that there was a mechanic in the 
family;  strong-armed, _clear- 
headed, quiet young fellow, whose 
eyes had given out over 
his Greck at college, and who had 
dropped the idea of studying a pro- 
fession for the trade of house-build- 
ing. Let me add, that a young man 
who can design a creditable and taste- 
ful house, lay its beams, chamfer and 
carve its framework, devise picturesque 
mantel, oricl, and balustrade, lay the 
roof and pack the plumbing; then 
make and turn the furniture and fit- 
tings after English models, and carve 
the frames of the pictures on the wall 
with intelligence and finish—has a 
profession as creditable and profitable 
as modern times can offer. If I were 
sketching an unreal character, it would 
still be practical and desirable; but 
knowing Richard Hardcastle, and 
prizing his joinery about my own 
house, I can only wonder that more 
young men do not choose the same 
calling. 

‘These people had a great fondness for 
outdoor lite, and the garden was more 
to them than the house in this climate. 
Nothing less than a half square would 
content them, so they had not over 
$2200 left to build the house they 
wanted. As it was dangerous to plant 
a house directly on the ground, and 
the stiltea style, inclosing «a dark, ill- 
ventilated space under the house, was 
no better, a shallow cellar, stoned and 
cemented, with drain all around the 
floor, and broad area windows, was 
the first step in building. Although 
the neighbors all said it was impossi- 
ble to make a cellar in California, be- 
cause it would fall in when the ground 
was soaked with rain, and must in- 
failibly be damp even if it did stand, 
that cellar was laid and remains the 
storeroom for the househol, where 
trunks, boxes of books, and old clothes 
are kept without mold or musty smell. 
Provisions are kept in a separate room 
carefully ventilated from theoutside. 
I would not mention it but for the fact 
that plebeian odors have been known 
to arise from potatoes, and apple bins, 
and meat safes, to haunt the entries 
and reception-rooms up-stairs. All such 
vulgar possibilities must be extinct 
from the first in a house, for they can- 
not be put down afterward without 
more time and trouble than most peo- 
ple have to give. ~ 

The house is one story, in that sim- 
ple Moresque fashion, with nearly flat 
roof spreading into deep caves, with 
broad projecting windows taking up 
the sides, which will yet, by virtue of 
its fitness in every way, become known 
as the Californian style of building. 
There is no porch or veranda, whose 
roof cuts off the sun from the rooms 
where it is essential three-fourths if 
not all the year to have all the sun- 
shine we can get. Oneside of the 
house, a broad balcony with low rail- 
ing, makes the out-door withdrawing- 
room for the family. The floor is 
twelve feet wide, with balustrade 
screened by trailing plants, and is pro- 
tected from the sun, when too hot, by 
a gay Italian awning. However, this 
is seldom let down; the ladies of the 
family having too jealous a care of 
their freshness and superb health 


to permit the loss of _ the 
direct sunshine as long as it 
can be borne. The great luxury 


of the coast climate lies in the exquis- 
ite tempering of [the air, which allows 
of fearless basking in full sunlight 
most of the year. All brunettes who 
wish to ripen brilliant color, all 
blondes who desire to preserve the 
fairness of their skin and hair, should 
accustom themselves to live in the 
open sun as much as possible. This 
was the way in which Venetian women 
dyed those amber and tawny locks 
which painters loved, and won that 
brilliance of tint and light of the eye 
which make Titian’s Bella Donna al- 
luring for alltime. The receipt for 
a good complexion, warranted not to 
grow heated, mealy, or pasty by the 
time she is thirty-five, 1s for a woman 


‘to eat well, sleep well, work well and 


live out in the sun. A touch of glyc- 
erine or cosmoline on the face before 
exposure to the outer air prevents tan 
or freckles, and is much preferable to 
powdering or white-washing. after the 
act. The balcony was built to give 
the women and children of the house 
an out-dvor sitting-room, where study, 
sewing, lounging, and_ sketching 
went on as the rule every hour of 
the year possible: Crape acacia and 
rose trellises screened it from the 
street, the house sheltered it from the 
strong winds; both study and sitting 
room in-doors opened on it by long 
glass casements, which on warm days 
could be thrown back against the wall, 
and the openings hung with curtains 
in a delicious suite of airy, flowery, 
fragrant apartments, half ail -fresco. 
Camp lounges, bamboo and Shaker 
chairs, round tables and drop shelves, 
furnished this airy parlor; and fur 
rugs tempted to luxurious basking on 
the floor. Lunch and tea were often 
served here; the intimates of the fam- 
ily came and went among the flowers; 
the children recited their lessons; the 
mother mended their stockings and 
the house linen here, while her nerves 
and temper grew more even and 
sweeter in the soft air. 

In-doors were eight rooms, with 
broad casements such as you see in 
pictures of old English country house; 
not deep, mullioned windows of 
single panes set close together, and 
losing half the light by their Gothic 
setting, but wide, square bays that 
held the sun as it wheeled and 
the rooms with scarce winter sun- 


shine, so that not half the usuall-

flooded | 


fire was needed. I wish yon- could 
see the joinery of those windows, 
deeply grooved and tightly fitted so 
that not a thread of draught could 
penetrate, or a frame chatter in the 
wildest gale. The few sunless-win- 
dows in the house are double, and do 
not come down as low in the wall as 
others, which is a great advantage in 
keeping off November draughts. The 
walls are not over nine fect high, the 
perfect ventilation keeping them cooler 
and purer in summer than high par- 
lors, where it is a solemn thing to open 
& window, aud people seem to lay in 
air as they do coal—to last all season. 
Not one person out of five hundred 
xnows what ventilation and pure air 
mean, or dreams that air which is con- 
stantly breathed should flow out and 
come in fresh as steadily and imper- 
ceptibly as it is breathed. All the 
philosophers know that a low room 
where a slight change of air is kept 
up is wholesomer and cooler than a 
high-ceiled one with no more care for 
ventilation than we find in most houses. 
The effect of modern furnishing, as 
we will see, is better in the low rooms. 

The floors are laid with» wide bor- 
ders of dark wocd, which the carpets 
meet. The beams show on the ceiling, 
in the rich hue of the native wood, 
planed and chamfered—tbat is, the 
corners taken off or beveled for inter- 
vals. Wecan’t quite afford to carve 
our house-beams as the Norwegian 
peasant does for his farm-houge, or as 
the Pueblo Indians worked the rafters 
of their beloved mission churches. 
But in some of the rooms cross-pieces 
divide the ceiling into square panels, 
painted pale blue or dull pink, which 
is very pleasant with the golden brown 
of the woed. The ceilings are not 
plastered, but the double floor above is 
laid with coarse mortar between, which 
discourages rats and other vermin, and 
the under side is painted as I said. 

The House Comfortable prides it- 
self on its heating arrangements, which 
were devised after careful study of the 
continental methods. There isn’t a 
month on the coast. when it isn’t de- 
lightful to have a fire night and morn- 
ing, which is the very voluptuousness 
of climate. To sit at evening with La- 
marque roses crowding around the 
windows, with hetiotrope, mig- 
nonette, and citron breath- 
ing on the dusk, and the glow of 
a mild fire before one, is a subtle 
delight which -blends the charm’ of 
three seasons in one. Besides, fuel is 
dear on the coast, and people are 
tempted to economize by going 
without fire when it is needed. As 
soon as they learn to let the sun- 
shine freely into their houses and 
to keep rooms well aired by fre- 
quent fires, there will be less talk 
about “neuralgia and rheumatism be- 
ing kept in California in supply and 
on demand.’ Everybody knows that 
a yreat deal of heat goes up chimney 
—the greater part, in fact; and also 
that bricks hold heat. Some people 
know that the larger part of the civi- 
lized world uses brick heaters instead 
of iron ones, to the great economy of 
fuel and comfort of their houses. The 
Hardcastles could not see why a good 
thing should not be used in America 
as well as in Europe; and as the 
idea of importing a large continental 
tile stove is almost like bringing a 
church across the water, young KRich- 
ard set his wits to work for 
a substitute. Accordingly, on en- 
tering the rooms you find a delightful 
air in them, as if they were thor- 
oughly warmed by sunshine; a genial 
heat and purity of air, without any 
of the damp, ill-bred rawness and 
stufliness which belong to many houses. 
On achill, rainy day, you will see an 
open fire sparkling in an ample, shal- 
low fireplace, above which the pro- 
jecting chimney breast is tiled to 
the cornice with the creamy pressed 
tile, copied from the Arabic and Valen- 
tia ware, and this chimney is in reality 
a stove. When the fire of coul or wood 
burns down to redness, and the smoke 
has passed off, if an open fire is no 
longer wanted, a large flat plate of 
sheet-iron with handie like a common 
grate-blower, closes the fireplace 
tightly as a stove-door, checking the 
draught below. The crimson cord at 
the side of the mantel closes a large 
tile dumper 1n the chimney at the top 
of the room, confining all the heat, 
which, instead of going out above the 
roof, is thrown out through the brick 
and tile in the same tashion as by an 
earthen stove. 

The chimney has not been furred 
and plastered as usual, but p'as- 
tered directly on the _ brick-work, 
so that the heat passes freely into the 
room; and the quality of heat given 
by brick is much softer and more last- 
ing than that of iron or open fires. 
When closed, the chimney becomes, 
in fact, an air-tight stove, which keeps 


out heat hours after the fire has died. 
In one of these heaters a a cuttleful of 
coal will keep alight thirty-six hours 
without attention. An oftice heater of 
this sort, of small size, will keep fire 
fgom Saturday night till Monday 
morning, if closed. Tile stoves in 
New York and Bosten are much liked 
for offices on this account. I knew a 
chimney heater of this kind in a coun- 
try house on the Hudson, which kept a 
room 15 by 24 at the most delightful 
even warmth all the time in the cold- 
est zero days with one scuttle of coal 
in twenty-four hours, and could have 
warmed a much larger one with the 
same fire. In ordinary winter days 
the same amount fasted thirty-six 
hours, the walls and floor never were 
cold, night or day, and the room 
was as cozily warm in the farthest 
corner as near the chimney. 
A ventilating chamber back of the fire 
drew in fresh air, and let it, warm and 
pure, into the room through perfora 

tions above the fireplace, The only 
caution to be observed was to let all 
the smoke pass off before closing the 
chimuey damper. The tiles were solely 
for ornament in the best rooms; the 
others were plastered on the brick 
and finished in tints like the rest of 
the wall. In this ingenious heat- 
er, which 1s a reak invention whose 
comfort I have found unrivaled through 
the coldest eastern weather, Richard 
Hardcastle has merely applied some 
of the simplest principles of science, 
known and used by all the older na- 
tions—the German, Swiss, Russian, 
and Chinese, who with half a dozen 
baskets of dry weeds keep their houses 
warmer than we can with expensive 
stoves and fuel. Susan Power. 


The Hartford Courant says it is no 
time to talk about the war, but the re- 
cent assembling in Hartford o§ a num- 
ber of former soldiers, who were in 
rebel prisons, is made the excuse for a 
reference, as follows: 


The figures of the pension bureau 
show some interesting and, we might 
say, suggestive figures regarding those 
prisons. In round numbers there were 
106,000 Bnion soldiers in rebel prisons 
for a period of six months or more. 
How many of these are now alive? 
Out of 106,000 there now survive but 
30,000. Forty thousand of them died 
in the prisons! Six thousand more 
died after parole and before discharge, 
and 30,000 more died after liberation, 
but in very many cases as the result of 
the exposure, starvation and cruelty 
that they suffered there. The follow- 
ing is the record:

The Literary Curiosities of Two 
Eventful Periods. 


The “Connecticut Courast,” of the Revo'u- 
tionary Period, and the “Vicksburg 
Citizen of the Period of 
the Kebeilion. 


By the courtesy of Mrs. Leake, of 
this city, the Times has bcen placed in 
pessession of two unique journals pub- 
lished at two very different eras of 
our country’s history, and a bri f de- 
scription of which cannot fail to be of 
interest to our readers. The first of 
these 1s entitled The Connecticut 
Courant ‘‘No. 00,” its date Monday, 
Oct. 29, 1764, and a brief announce- 
ment underneath the title head. 
ing conveys the information that its 
publisher is Thos. Green of Hartford, 
the office being located “at the Heart 
and Crown, near the North Meeting- 
House.” The editor prefaces his news 
column with a salutatory from which 
his readers learned the important fact 
that “Of all the Arts introduced among 
Mankind for the civilizing of Human 
Nature, none appear of Greater Ad- 
vantage than that of Printing; for here- 
by the greatest genius’s of all ages and 
Nations live and Speak for the Benefit 
of future Generations.” The use 
which the Press may be in circulating 
the noble _— sentiments which 
“the Ancients were Endowed with’’ is 
strongly set forth, and “the Especial 


B. nefit of a Weekly Paper” is shown 
by the statement that “it is the Chan- 
nel which Conveys the History of the 
present Time to Every Part of the 
World.” 

The editor promises to carefully 
select and insert items of interest from 
the several provincial papers received 
at the office every Saturday, invites 
correspondence, and winds up with 
the announcement that the Courant 
will be printed every Monday if suf- 
ficient encouragement is given, which 
he hopes will be deserved by «a con- 
stant endeavor to render the, paper 
“Useful and Entertaining, not only as 
a Channel for News, but assisting to 
all Those who have occasion to make 
use of It as an Advertiser.” 

The news of the day is then given, 
interspersed with brief editorial com- 
ments. The editor particularly re- 
joices that the custom of putting on 
mourning at the funeral of the nearest 
relation has gone out of fashion, ‘“‘for 
it is certainly prudent to retrench 
our Extravagant. Expenses, while 
we have something left to 
subsist ourselves rather than be 
drawn to it by fatal necessity.” The 
need of home manufactures was evi- 
dently one of the pet hobbies of the 
editor, and a full description of va 
rious enterprises of this character 
was dwelt on, while the sad fact of 
the obstacles thrown in the way and 
duties imposed by His Majesty’s gov- 
ernment were also dwelt on in such a 
manner that snowed well that the 
spirit of ‘76 had already begun to 
kindle in 1764. 

As a kind of pleasing variety to set 
off the heavy editorial work, the fol- 
lowing highly sensational item ap- 
pears next: 

‘*4 Surprising concatenation of Events 
to one man in one week. Published a 
Sunday, married a Monday, had a child a 
Tuesday, stole a horse a Wednesday, ban- 
ished a Thursday, died a Friday, buried a 
Saturday—all a week.” 

The general news of the world ap- 
pears in detail from four to six 
months old, and shows the growing 
hatred among the colonies to the sel- 
fish policy pursued by Great Britain. 

The following extracts are sufficient 
to illustrate the deep undercurrent ot 
feeling among these sturdy pioneers, 
which was to break out eleven years 
later at Lexington and Bunker Hill: 

‘‘To whatever cause the severities now 
imposed are owing, it behooves the colo- 
nies to represent their grievances in the 
strongest point of light, and to unite in 
such measures as will be effectual to ob- 
tain redress.’’ 

‘The northern colonists have sense 
enough, at least the sense of feeling, and 
can tell where the shoe pinches. The deli- 
cate ladies begin to find by experience 
that the shoes made at Lynn are much 
easier than those of the make of Mr. Hose 
of London.”’ 

A friend of the editor writes as fol- 
lows from England under date of July 
14, 1764: 

‘‘ There have been several things before 
our House of Commons, very’ pernicious 
to America; some have been dropped, 
some pursued and some depending. The 
of yo alety an 
fon one your Mother Country, and they 
infer from them your oppulency, which is 
further confirmed by the extravagant ex- 
penses of your youth sent here for educa- 
tion, and therefore you are well able to 
bear part of the expenses your defense has 
cost the nation; and can you blame them 
for such a conclusion? Is it not natural 
to infer it from the Premises? ”’ 

In response the editor says: “This 
is the effect, ‘tis true, of our ‘own 
prodigality; but (with cutting sar- 
casm) we are corrected by those who 
receive the Benefit of it.”

A NEWSPAPER CURIOSITY OF A CENTURY 
LATER. 


So much for the Connecticut Cour- 
ant. Now let a century, lacking a 
few months, pass, and we will take up 
another jcurnal, bearing the title, 
“Daily Citizen, Vicksburg, Miss., July 
2d, 1864.” Allusion to this specimen 
of rebel literature on the half shell 
was made in the Tres a few days 
ago, in the course of an article repro- 
duced from a Wisconsin cotemporary 
and it will not be necessary to further 
describe it now. The copy before us 
is a duplicate of the one already des- 
cribed. 

It is printed on wall paper, 17x11 
inches in size, and fairly boils over 
with the torrid language adopted by 
the Southern “chivalry” during the 
Rebellion. An extract or two will 
suffice to show its character.. It will 
be remembered that the date on it as 
published was but two days before 
General Grant entered Vicksburg. 

Speaking of the Memphis Bulletin, 
a late copy of which had been re- 
ceived, the able editor says: 

‘This paper is at present in duress and 
is edited by a pink-nosed, slab-sidea, toad- 
eating Yankee, who is a lineal descendant 
of Judas Iscariot and a brother germane 
of the greatest Puritanical, sycophantic, 
howling scoundrel unhung — Parson 
Brownlow.”’ 

‘*To-day Maryland is ours; to-morrow 
Pennsylvania will be, and the next day 
Ohio-— now midway, like Mahommed’s 
coffin—will fall.’’ 

But, alas! for this chivalrous cham- 
pion of treason, like the unfortunate 
serpent imprisonec by St. Patrick in 
Erin’s green isle, that to-morrow never 
came, but forty-eight hours later the 
Union flag waved over this nest of 
secession, and for the diet of mule 
meat, alias Confederate beef, and 
stewed kitten, so touchingly alluded 
to in another paragraph, was substi- 
tuted the generous ration of the “‘slab 
sided Yanks.” The wall-paper edi- 
tion of the Citizen ceased and the copy 
before us, as indicated in a closing 
note made by the Yankee conquerors, 
js a curiosity well worth preserving.

I took the paper out 
and placed it in my pocketbook, 
‘burying the dead soldier where 
he lay. On my return to Vir- 
iginia I wrote the young lady, in- 
closing the slip of paper and 
describing the body. She replied 
in due time, giving the sad infor- 
mation of her betrothal to the 
young man. It was her photo- 
graph he had destroyed.

The Nation’s Curse. 
Rev. A. McElroy Wylie.] 


The most caretully prepared 
statistics show that there are not 
less than three hundred thousand 
drunkards in these United States 
of America; and this statement 
is probably much below the 
truth. Of these, thirty thous- 


and men and women are remand- 
ed every year to prison; two 
hundred thousand children are 
arnually sent to the poor house; 

five hundred murders are caused 
by drink every twelve-month, 

and four hundred suicides—/our 
deaths to one, as proved both in 
England and the United States— 
is the awful proportion compared 
to the non-drinking population. 

Magistrates, chaplains and 
prison-keepers come forward 
with their statistics, and prove 
that not less than four-fifths of 
all the crimes have their origin 
in strong drink. On the same 
authority it is proved that deal- 
ing in the deadly draughts causes 
seven-eights of all the pauperism 
that exists. It costs thé United 
States $60,000,000 a year to 
support pauperism and crime. 
At least two hundred and fifty 
million gallons of fermented and 
brewed liquors are made every 
year in the United States; of 
distilled liquors, eighty-five mil- 
lion gall-s+, and twenty million 
gallons are imported. Here we 
have the fearful sum- total of 
three hundred and fifty-five mil- 
lions of gallons consumed in our 
country, “and at what direct cost? 
At a direct cost of $700,000,000. 

This on the debit side; and on 
the credit side, what does om 
Government receive? <A _ paltry 
sum of $50,420,815, in exact fig- 
ures. What, then, is the direct 
loss to the nation? Not less 
than ten dollars to every dollar 
received as revenue. By 
this waste the national debt 
could be paid in less. than three 

years. But this is not all. Put 
$700, 000,000 on the debit side 
—this is direct—then we have 
only begun to reckon the real 
damages. Who can compute 
the loss from sickness, from 
squandered time and paralyzed 
energies, from property destroyed 
and taxes increased? Bning in 
the bill for indirect damages and 
put it on the losing side, and you 
have the sum total, the appall 

ing aggregate of not less than 
$2,000,009,000 a year loss to 
this nation by this iniquity, 
licensed by Government and tol- 
erated by public sentiment. 

We read that ‘righteousness 
exalteth a nation, but sin is are- 
proach to any people,” and we 
ask how long shall our Govern- 
ment continue to license a busi- 
ness which poisons the body and 
destroys the soul? How long 
shall a Government, claiming to 
be Christian, protect a business 
which lights the fire-brands over 
property, that brandishes the 
blade of the assassin, that fills 
our institutions with pauperism 
and our prisons with crime, that 


handicaps the entire suciety of 


our land in its race toward pros- 
perity and liberty?

A Wheat-growing Rival. 


From the Sacramento Bee.] 
The American Consul-General 


at Calcutta recently made a re- 
port to the State Department at 
Washington in which he states 
that India is coming into promi- 
nence as a producer of wheat, 
and he expresses the opinion 
that the tume is not far distant 
when she will be a formidable 


eoinpetitor in the European mar- 
ket. Heretotore the United 
States has had almost the entire 
world for a market, but if India, 
with her vast territory, should 
prove to be a good wheat-pro- 
ducing country, and can place 
her grain in foreign markets at a 
firure that will enable her to 
compete with the United States, 
the situation will not be a pleas- 
ant one for American farmers to 
contemplate. Her present yeayly 
supply is said to be 40,000,000 
bushels, or about the average of 
California’s annual export. This, 
of course, is not sufficient to 
cause the farmers on this side of 
the Atlantic any°serious appre- 
hension, but it is stated that 
India has facilities for increasing 
her product to an almost un- 
limited extent. This may or 
may not be quite true. The ten 
leading wheat-producing states 
of America are Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, California, Iowa, Minne- 
sota, Michigan, Missouri, Penn- 
sylvania and Wisconsin, the 
average yearly product of which 
amounts to some 320,000,000 
bushels. In order to come any. 
where near these figures, India 
must increase her yield ten-fold 
She may be able to do so; and 
at all events, the possibility of 
such a thing should set Americau 
farmers to * thinking. If India 
should b.come a formidable com- 
petitor in the foreign wheat 
trade, our farmers will find it 
necessary to study economy in 
their systems of farming, which 
have heretofore been loose and 
expensive. With more economy 
in farming America may be able 
to place her wheat product on 
the European market cheaper 
than India can, and thus, des- 
pite the extent of the latter's 
production, contrive to ‘hold 
the fort.” 


What can be done with ‘ven 
Acres. 
Yolo Mail. 

Public attention is called at 
present to the possibilities of 
small tracts of land. At present 
prices land is not.regarded as a 
good investment for wheat-grow- 
ing. Therefore, any experience 
from small pieces of land is in- 
teresting. J. Y. Dillon recently 
gave us the result of his experi- 
ment upon ten acres of land. He 
began upon it six years ago by 
planting five acres-to the Musca- 
tel grape. He now has seven 
acres; the last two acres being 
lately planted. He also has oue 
acre planted to prunes, nec- 
tarines and peaches. From his 
five acres last year his gross re- 
turns were $1,200. He planted 
last year three quarters of an 
acre to beets, which yielded him 
thirty-five tons. With these and 
a little bran or shorts he kept a 
span of horses and two cows 
seven months, besides which he 
sold $50 worth of beets. One of 
his cows yields him now from 
ten to eleven pounds of butter 
per week, besides the milk the 
family (consisting of his wife and 
one child) uses. When the cow 
is fresh he makes from her four- 
teen pounds of butter per week. 
Along his fence he planted 
twenty walnut trees, now six 
years old, which have ‘borne fruit 
the last two years. From the 
wood cut from these trees this 
year in the trimming, he made 
a little over three cords of stove 
wood. Gum trees planted six 
years ago, and some of them 
twelve inches in diameter, will 
make, when cut into woud, from 
one-quarter to one-half a cord of 
wood per tree. Mr. D. says in 
the condition in which he now 
has his fruits and vines, he can 
make a living for himself and 
family and lay by from $800 to 
$1,000 annually.

‘DEATH VALLEY. 


A Trip to the Desolate Desert Basin 
oT Southern Califoruia. 


Mr. Caldwell, a prospector, who has 
lately visited some mines near Death 
Valley, furnishes the Calico Print with 
an interesting account of scenes and 


- incidents of his trip to this great deso- 


late desert busin of Southern Cala- 


fornia, and from which isjtaken the 
fo.iowing extracts: 

The road out to the mines is de- 
scribed as being rather rough and dis- 
agreeable. In a direct line the dis- 
tance is considered to be ‘about 100 
miles. The distance between water 
ing places around by one of the roads 
we give as follows: Starting from Dag- 
gett the read goes west four miles to 
Fish Ponds; six miles to Watermans; 
sixteen miles over a heavy, sandy road 
to Black’s Ranch; thirty-tive miles 
bearing northeast over a fair, desert 
road to Granite Wells, where the water 
is Offensive on account of the dirt and 
manure blown into the well; sixteen 
miles over a hard road in a@ northveast- 
erly direction to Mud Tanks where the 
water 1s muddy aud unpleasant; forty 
miles over a heavy, sandy road to Salc 
Wells in the edge of Death Valley, 
where the water is briny and unfit to 
drink; thence twenty-five miles north- 


‘west to the mines over a rough, moun- 


aain road. 

Judging from appearances and signs 
about the mines, some ditticulty must 
have been encountered with hostile 
Indians by the miners who located 
them in early days. Portions of eight 
skeletons were found, including that 
of a child. The skeleton of a man 
was discovered in a small roofless in- 
closure made of rocks, and whether he 
died of starvation or was killed by 
the Indians could not be determined. 
There are many Indian signs about 
the camp. In several places can be 
seen small circles made of stones on 
the ground, in the center of which 
stone with a pice of 
ear:h with grass on it placed beneath 
it, along side of which is a pile of 
sticks, in number from half a dozen to 
adozen. In- one place on top of a 
boulder can be seen fourteen stones 
with a pieee of grassy earth under, all 
but two. In one place several boul- 
ders have fallen in such positions as to 
form a partial fortification, which was 
made more secure by smaller rocks 
being piled between them. Many 
tracks of horses can be seen about there. 
Whether there are any persons living 
to tell the story of the miners who suf- 
ferea hardshhips and death in that 
desolate region is not known. The 
ghastly human remains scattered 
among the hills are sufficient founda- 
tion for the imagination to conjure up 
horrid scenes or pitiable cases of starv- 
ation ana famishing. | 

The richness of the mines has been 
considerably exaggerated, and it is 
not likely that they will prove very 
valuable. Still,as the Carson and 
Colorado Railroad will pass within 
twelve or fifteen’miles of them, it is 
quite probable some claims will pay 
handsomely in time.

The present organization of the Presby- 
terian Church in this city was effected 
about the year 1874. The congregation 
worshipped for years afterward in Good 
Templar Hall, then in Union Hall for a 
time, then in the little brick church on 
Fort street, then continuing their wander- 
ings they removed to Arcadia Hall, which 
they have occupied for the better part 
of? a year. To-day will see them estab- 
lished in a home of their own on the 
corner of Second and Fort streets, and 
it is hoped their wanderings and journey- 
ings to and fro have ceased. 

Work was begun on the new structure 
early in the year 1882. The corner stone 
was laid February 12th, 1882. Work was 
cohtinued then with more or less expedi- 
tion, at times stopping entirely for short 
periods, as the means of the congregation 
varied. In October last, Mr. Edward 
Kimball, the churchjdebt extinguisher, ar- 
rived here, and through his efforts an 
amount of money, amply suflicient, as was 
then supposed, was subscribed to com- 
plete the edifice. Some miscalculation 
had been made and the funds fell short of 
the object, yet the building has been com- 


pleted through the efforts of 
the aseor, Rev. J. W. Ellis, 
assisted by Messrs. Slauson, Salisbury and 


others of the trustees, trusting to Provi- 
dence to raise the means in the future to 
defray the debt. The church is a hand- 
some edifice, and one of the most com- 
plete, buildings of its kind on the coast, 
costing a little more than $20,000. Its 
outer dimensions are 60x90 feet, .with 
gabled roofs, and surmounted by a spire 
150 feet in height. The floor of the audi- 
ence room is sloping from all directions 
toward the pulpit, with a fall of about 
three-fifths of an inch to a foot, and slopes 
forty-eight feet. In the rear of the pul- 
pit is the organ loft, which will be sup- 
plied with a pipe organ shortly. In the 
rear of the andience room is the lecture and 
Sunday school room, and off this room are 
two rooms, a library for the Sunday 
school and a dressing-rvom or ladies’ 
toilet, with washstand and basin, closet, 
etc. Over the lecture-room is thee hurch 
parlor, and off from the parlor, in the 
southeast corner of the building, is the 
pastor’s study and another toilet-room. 
In the third story at the rear is the kitch- 
en, fitted with cook stove and belongings 
and a dumb waiter to convey articles 
down to the parlor when wanted. The 
fluors of the whole building are elegantly 
carpeted, the total expanse required to 
cover the whole being a little rising of 
700 yards. 

The audience room is seated with curved 
seats forming a half circle, furnishing sit- 
tings for five hundred persons. There are 
four aisles to the rear. The seats are all 
elegantly upholstered in red rep. The 
Jecture room and parlors are separated 
trom the audience room by heavy wooden 
screens, Which are raised or lowered at 
will, thus making them a part of 
the main room or each separate, as occa- 
sion may require. On either side of the 
pulpit are small galleries, which will seat 
perhaps fifty persons. There are three 
entrances, but the principal entrance is 
on Second street. 

The church is elegantly finished in ev- 
ery particular. The workmanship is first 
class, and everything has been done under 
the personal supervision of the pastor. 
Rev. J. W. Ellis, towhom is due the credit 
of building and pushing the building to 
completion through discouragemcnts that 
‘would have appalled men of less strength 
of will.

A MYSTERIOUS CASE. 


Was He Drowned in the Bay of 

Santa Monica‘? 

Or Did He Work # Racket in Order to Get 

insurance Money?—Robert Proby the 
Man in Question. 


During the latter part of August of 
last year the campers at Santa Monica 
Canyon were startled one evening by the 
report that a man had been drowned in 
the surf while bathing. Nearly all the 
men in the canyon turned out and pa- 
trolled the beach that night in search of 
the body, expecting it to be cast ashore. in 
a very short time, as the tide was well up 
and still ri§ing at the time of the drown- 
ing and the sea quite rough. The man 
supposed to be drowned was Robert Proby, 
who came to California from Texas short- 
ly before the drowning. His companions 
were B. Baden and Isaiah Zeron, the lat- 
ter accompanying Proby into the water, 
but Baden, who was unable to swim, re- 
mained upon the shore to watch the cloth- 
ing of the bathers. It is quitean unusual 
thing for persons to bathe at night, who 
are camping in the canyon, for the reason 
that the nights are usually quite cool, 
and campers are supposed to have little 
else to do during the day when it is warm 
than to bathe. These gentlemen ex- 
plained that they preferred to bathe in 


the suit dame nature furnished them with- 
out the intervention of the bath-house 
man, and hence they selected an hour 
when nature draws her veil upon mate- 
rial things and with a darkened brush 
pencils all with a sombre, hazy hue. 

Soon a cry was heard from Proby, who 
seemed in distress. Zeron states that he 
started to Proby’s assistance, but could 
not find him. Proby has not since been 
seen by anyone who identified him, and 
his wife and little ones have been left to 
battle with life alone, so far as a husband 
and father is concerned. Kind friends 
have aided Mrs. Proby, so far as they 
were able, and members of the Odd Fel- 
lows Society, of which Mr. Proby was a 
member, have taken an interest in her 
and have contributed personally to her 
support. Proby was insured in the ‘‘Le- 
gion of Honor” and ‘‘Knights of Honor,”’ 
both beneficiary societies—in the former 
for $5000 and in the latter for $2000— 
though itis said the latter had been allowed 
to lapse, and the wife and her friends have 
ever since been trying to collect the insur- 
ance, but as yet withoutsuccess. The fol- 
lowing aftidavits were made by Probvw’s 
companions, Baden and Zeron; still, the 
Society of the Legion of Honor wishes 
further proof of death> 


AFFIDAVIT OF B. BADEN. 


B. Boden being first duly sworn, de- 
poses and says: My name is B. Boden; my 
age is fifty-two; I was born in Prince 
George county, Maryland. * * * In 
the fall of 1878 I went to Gainesville, 
Texas, where I remained until February, 
1882, when I went to Mineral Wells, 
Texas, where, in April 1882, 1 first met 
Robert Proby, now deceased. He was 
there to start a bath-house; not getting 
sufiicient water, he gave over the enter- 
prise, and he and I separated, I going to 
El Paso. Robert Proby came to Asleto, 
twelve miles below El Paso, and I met 
him in El] Paso twice. We came out to 
Los Angeles county together, he bringing 
his family. We made a trip to San Fran- 
cisco, and returned in the latter part of 
August, 1882. On August 28th the de- 
ceased, Robert Proby, a young man named 
Zeron and myself went to Santa Monica 
to look at the place and baths; I never 
went in bathing with Mr. Proby, as I 
could not swim; we stopped at the tent 
kept on the beach by Mrs. Witherow; Mr. 
Proby went in bathing every day: on 
August 30, 1882, between eight and nine 
o'clock Pp. M., I was onthe beach near the 
clothes of Mr. Proby and those of Mr. 
Zeron; Mr. Proby went into the water 
ahead of Mr. Zeron; I cautioned them not 
to go out too far as the water was rough; 
Mr. Proby said he could swim to the buoy 
and back,and swam out ahead of Mr.Zeron; 
I heard Mr. Proby cry out for help; Mr 
Proby and Zeron were alone in the water; 
the breakers were so highI did not see 
Mr. Proby after his cries for help; Mr. 
Zeron soon swam in and said he could 
not find Mr. Proby, and Zeron hurried 
off for help; I remained with the clothes; 
Ihave never since seen the body of Mr. 
Proby or heard of anyone who claims to 
have seen it. 
was caught recent at that spot forty feet 
long—and a great many shark in the bay 
at Santa Monica; the ocean is there so 
even in its shore as to form very little of 
a bay; the kelp was four or five feet thick 
and very extensive at the place where Mr. 
Proby was lost; persons are frequently 
drowned by getting it tangled around 
their feet; just after August 30th the 
amount of the kelp prevented bathing. 


ZERON’S AFFIDAVIT. 


Isaiah Zeron, being first duly sworn, 
duly deposes and says: My name is 
Isaiah Zeron; my age is thirty-five years; 
I was born an Osnaburg, Canada * * * 
came to Los Angeles in August, 1882; 
August 28th went to Santa Monica, a sea- 
side resort in Los Angeles county; I had 
met Robert Préby while in San Francisco 
and the next day after reaching Los An- 
geles; we spoke together each time and 
several times afterwards; on August 58th, 
1882, Mr. Proby, Mr. B. Baden and my- 
self went to Santa Monica together;.we 
stopped at a private boarding house kept 
by Mrs. Witherow in a tent on the bea¢h; 

went in bathing alone first time; later 
in the day of the 28th of August Mr. 
Robert Proby went into bathing together 
with me; again on the 29th of August we 
two went into bathing together for a 
third time; Robert Proby and myself 
went into bathing together between eight 
and nine o’clock on the evening of the 
30th of August, 1882; Mr. B. Ba- 
den was on the beach by our clothes, 
but did not go in bathing; Mr. 
Proby swam ont some distance; I was 
nearer shore. I heard him cry for help 
and started out to where he was, butI was 
dashed under by the breakers: the swell 
was rolling very high; I at first saw him 
beyond the breakers, then lost sight of 
him; I could hear him calling out after I 
lost sight of him. Iswam ont as far as I 
dared go, but do not think I was out as 
far as he was at the time he was drowned; 
I could find nothing of him; I then has- 
tened to the old Santa Monica canyon and 
tried to get a boat and help; they did not 
have a boat, but Mendel Meyer and fifteen 
or twenty other men came down and as- 
sisted in searching the shore; the tide 
was coming in (rising) at the time Mr. 
Proby was drowned. The next day, Au- 
gust 3lst Indian Pete and others dived 
and searched as thoroughly as practicable 
for the body for miles up and down the 
beach; I with others searched for the body, 
but without success. I have not seen nor 
have I heard of any one whoclaims to have 
seen the body of Robert Proby since he 
sank in the Pacific Ocean between eight 
and nine o’clock Pp. mM. of August 30, 1882. 
I know that the person who sank crying 
for help and who was lost at that time 
was Robert Proby. There was large 
amounts of kelp in the ocean where he 
was drowned. 

And now for the reason the Legion of 
Honor gives for withholding payment: A 
number of the Odd Fellows of this city 
took up Mrs. Proby’s case and urged the 
payment of the insurance money. They 
were asked to withhold proceedings and 
delays of various kinds were made, but 
finally word came to parties here that 
there seemed to be something crooked in 


ed up they would not pay Proby’s policy. 
The Company stated that a man residing 
in Texas had stated that he would make 
affidavit to the fact that Proby had waited 
upon him and offered him a sum of money 
if he would go with him to California to 
be a witness to his drowning. He also 
stated that Baden, the man who has now 
made affidavit of Proby’s death, had also 
called on him and attempted to induce 
him to enter into the scheme to defraud 
the insurance company. The friends of 
Mrs. Proby did not credit the story, and 
continued their efforts in her behalf, and 
within the week past two letters from 
different persons to different men here 
have been received, in which the 
statement is made that evidence is 
fast accumulating which shows that 
the whole thing was a job to defraud. 
Other persons are coming forward and 
stating that they were approached and 
offered money to be a witness to Proby’s 
death. One man writing to a personal 
friend, says: ‘You may think we are 
acting strangely in withholding the money 
from Mrs. Proby, but if you could see the 
letters ia our session showing up the 
fraud, you would not be surprised.”’ 

There were persons who at the time, or 
shortly after the reported drowning, ven- 
tured to assert that there had been no 
drowning as, alleged, giving as their 
ground of belief that in no case of drown- 
ing along that bay had there been a fail- 
ure of recovering the body. The tide was 
favorable to the washing ashore of any- 
thing that might be placed in the water 
at the time of the alleged drowning, the 
tide coming in at the time, as shown by 
Zeron’s affidavit. The fact is known that 
there has never been a death, so far as 
has come toeour knowl , in the waters 
on the beaches of Santa Monica or Santa 
Monica Canyon. There have been three or 
four deaths by drowning at the Salt Works, 
about five miles south of Santa Monica, 
and in each case the bodies came ashore. 
Baden attempts to explain that the reason

factures the whoppingest lie yet told— 
even out-doing ‘“‘A. A. D.” and coming 
well up to one “‘Dr.’’ Bell of Pueblo—in 
swearing that there was a devil-fish caught 
in Santa Monica bay forty feet long. The 
ignorant falsifier doesn’t even know what 
a devil-fish is. He makes a bug-a-boo of 
the sharks there. The species found at 
Santa Monica are as harmless as other 
large fish. He says persons are frequently 
entangled in the sea-weed and drowned 
there. There has never been an instance 
of such an accident except in the foggy 
mind of Baden. He attempts to bolster 
his affidavit and overreaches himeelf. 
Zeron left soon after making his affidavit. 
but Baden was about here until a month 
ago and may still be here. 

The theory of those interested in the 
Order of the Legion of Honor is that 
Proby procured two witnesses to swear to 
his death, while he feigned drowning and 
then swam ashore and escaped in the dark- 
ness, and that this was done that the insur- 
ance might be realized.

If itis not so, then a 
great wrong is dc ne to the memory of the 
dead man, and -to Baden and Zeron, 
which, if it can be made to appear the 
Times will ta ke peasure in righting as far 
as in its power.

A 
gentleman who was in business with him 
says he always found him honest, honora- 
ble and straightforward. 

It is evident that if any crookedness 
does exist Mrs. Proby is not aware of it; 
and she is the sufferer, being left entirely 
without means of support. The Ladies’ 
Beneyolent Society is rendering her some 
aid, and she will soon be placed in con- 
dition to help herself.

The Schools of Los Angeles Contrib- 
ute 850 to this Object.

The probability is that the 
ditches will be bank full for a long time 
to come, in consequence of the water 
which continues to pour into the river 
from the hills and canons, where the 
fmmense volume fell from a water- 
spout. 


Mr. A. P. Kuffel is probably the 
largest shipper of hogs in California. 
Since January 1, 1883, he has forwarded 
by rail to the San Francisco market, 
1,982 head of hogs, of a total weight of 
406,139 pounds. The average price 
paid for these hogs was 61% cents per 
pound, making the comfortable sum of 
$26,409.03 paid to the farmers of the 
Santa Ana valley, in a little over three 
months.
